She has a sister, Mrs, Karl V. Hilts, also a naturalised B, 3, eltlsen, re» 
siding at 18$0 Boothill Boulevard, Altadena, California, 

Ingeborg Engelsing^Kohler waa educated in Enrland, Norway, Italy, 
and ^itzerland, eompletiog her education in 1935, She was prohibited frcoi 
attending aohool In Germapy under the Kasl regime because of her part Jewish 
llneagSo In 1937, she married Herbert Mllhela Engelslng In London, England, 

Ho is noQ-^ovlsh and under German law,^ the marriage was not pemltted In 
Gemanyi hence, they were married secratly in England, Hez^rt Engelslng 
was bom September 2, 1904, at Overath, near Cologne, Genaany« Re is an 
attorney and a Juriat and was empXoyad until 1934 as a Judge in the German 
courts* Vrhsn the Rasi Party gained control of the courts, according to Mrs* 
Engelslng, he felt that there was no longer justico In Cicrmaivy and loft, ac<> 
eepting a position %rith. the motion picture corpora tion, 7obis (Tonbild Sindi<» 
kat). This eonpasy had branohef. in Germany, Italy, and loanee. During the 
war, the Gsraans took over the l>ranclies in Prance and Italy, Herbert Engol.sing 
continued as an atccutlve of thlu coi*poration until th® dofeat of Garaeny 
In 1945, Thtroaftor, he moved to Konstans, Oereeny, In the Prench occupa=» 
tion sons, and was cjic of two eittomsys adaitted to practice before the French 
.military oourt:*, Ingeborg Sng'olsing Kohler resided In Berlin with her husband 
at Bottizis trass e 2B, Berlin, until 1943, After 1943 she changed her residence 
nimterous times to avoid being drafted for compulsory military service in 
German wocen^s work unit. She lived for a short time in a home about thirty 
miles fron Berlin, followed ^ short residences at Radinov, a saell tova on 
the Baltic Sea, Turpi tE, Prolburg, and finally, with the aid of a former 
student of her grandfather, ahe obtained a homo In Konstons, Germany, in 1944, 
residing at AesehemHeg 6« Her husband Jolnsd her there in 1945,.

She 
reapplied for a U. S, visa and on January 1947^ vaa iaaued a quota viaa 
by the U« 3* Gonaulate-General at Ziatiehp Svitserland* She left Svltzerland 
March, 1947, and enter^ the United States at Hev Tork City, April 7, 1947, 
aboard the S3 OaiPSSQIlf* She haa applied for U, S» eltiseaahip, Herbert. 
Engelaing haa vritton her that he haa received a iriaa for enterliig the United
